Counci 
Okays 
Budget 


One of the shortest items ir. 
one of the shortest meetings 
(43 minutes) the Atherton 
Town Council has gone 
through in recent years, the 
1962-63 fiscal budget adoption 
was sped through at its regu 
lar monthly meeting Monday 
night. 

The new budget calls for <¢ 
total expenditure between July 
1 of this year and of July 1 of 
next of $314,180, a decrease of 
$9064 from the $323,244 bud-| 
get of 1961-62. 


This, city administrator 
Howard Boren’ explained, 
was because of a single large 
street project last year and 
none like it are foreseen for 
this year. 


Miscellaneous income is fig: 
ured to total $186,272 for the 
coming year, as opposed to 
$153,484 for 1961-62. However, 
the amount to be drawn from 
surpluses this year will be 
$14,870, up from $9500. 

This also leaves $171,402 to} 
be raised in property taxes, 
compared to $143,984 last year. 

Boren said that the county 
assessor’s report should be re- 
ceived by the third week of 
August. The council will set 
the tax rate at its next meeting | 
Aug. 27. The present rate is 
50 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 

Major increases in this 
year’s budget will be in police 
protection, which will go from! 
$126,366 to $142,727, a rise of 
$16,361. This is due to the ad- 
dition of one more policeman, | 
salary and regular step in- 
creases for police and the in- 
crased cost of retirement. 

The biggest drop in expense | 
was for streets, which went 
down from $104,250 to $73,950, 
a lessening. of $30,300. 
—aepMe. : SI S19. adgcatcd= fur | 
street resurfacing and _ pur- 
chase of a new truck last year 
was unspent and wasn’t in- 
tluded in the new budget. The} 
$11,370 for the street project | 
hasn’t been paid because it was | 
held up by a strike. | 

Another decrease in income,} 
Boren noted, will be by the| 
building department, mostly | 
because of the smaller number | 
of available lots for new homes | 
left in the town, which will cut! 
down building permit and in- 
spection fees.

Water Works Construction 
Company’s bid was $104,805— 
but this covered all costs, in- 
cluding the PG&E work. 


Councilman James Callo- 
way made the motion to re- 
ject the Wenrick bid as being 
“void and unresponsive” to 
the original call for bids. 


Councilman Silas Payne com- 
mented that the city’s principal 
concern was to make sure that 
bids opened by the city do not 
require “qualification.” 

“In this cast, the (PG&E) 
contingency was minor. In an- 
other case, however, it might 
be much more,” he said. 

Councilman Michael Belan- 
gie abstained from the vote 
which followed. He said he was 
still not sure that the Water 
Works bid was the right one 
to accept.

‘Dollar Drain’ 
Poses Problems 


Stanford Research Institute’s Weldon Gibson last week 
reported something worthy of consideration by all Ameri- 
cans: 

Western European bankers, he said, were concerned 
about the “dollar drain” which is affecting this country’s 
economy; other businessmen to whom he spoke were sur- 
prised that profits in America were as low as they are. 


The two facts, of course, are interrelated: Much of the 
“dollar drain” is due to federal spending on aid to foreign 
countries and on supporting a military establishment 
abroad. The U. S. government must tax business — and in- 
dividuals — to a point beyond reason. (The Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue’s recent decision regarding income taxes 
on reparative payments to Nisei deprived of their property 
in World War II is a case in point. ) 

Also, it takes no banker to see that if an American 
investor can get a better return on his dollar abroad, he’s 
going to put it there instead of investing it at home . The 
result is a loss of risk capital which this country can ill 
afford to ignore and which, in the long run, will result in 
a worsening competitive situation as new factories are 
built abroad, and the old productive facilities in the U. S. 
aren't replaced. 


But the fact that high taxes are stifling business 
“growth and reinvestment is only a fractional part of it. 
..[he greatest damage done by overtaxation is that, in 

the long run, it is morally eroding. 


It is morally eroding to businesses which, under cer- 
tain circumstances, find it advantageous taxwise to write 
off-“bad debts,” establish expense accounts, and generally 
make production more expensive so their “profits,” and 
consequently their taxes, will go down. 

It is morally eroding to individuals who, possibly a 
little weak-mindedly, spend time looking for “loopholes” 
whereby, through some legalistic trick or otherwise, they 
can keep just a little larger share of their earnings than 
the government considers them entitled to. It is morally 
etoding because it encourages idleness; for who will work 
when the gain therefrom is taken away? And as can be 
seen, more and more trade unions are coming around to the 
position that money doesn’t mean anything any more, so 
they seek “fringe benefits” and shorter hours and better 
working conditions for their members instead. 

One expert on taxation has observed that the tax level 
of,a country has reached its peak when the cost of collection 
wipes out the gain to be made out of the piled-on excise. 
This is true; this is the absolute limit. But the moral de- 
terioration sets in long before that. The history of decline 
and fall of empires clearly shows that after a certain point, 
higher taxation and a worsening moral condition run 
parallel. 

All of the above might sound like some archconserva- 
tism but it isn’t, really. One cynical observer said that 
America’s two political parties “are but two wings on the 
same bird of prey.” Actually they both think pretty much 
alike on “our obligations abroad,” except for a difference of 
gpinion on who should be soaked hardest to finance the 
“dollar drain.” 

At the bottom of the pile, of course, is the local public 
agency, with limited gimmicks whereby to collect taxes, and 
sensitive to the will of the people who, hard-pressed by the 
federal government, decide to cut levies on themselves 
where they have a chance to do so. Hence we get “taxpayers 
associations” which misdirect their ire at school districts, 
city bond issues and other entities because they can’t by 
any possible means cut down the expense accounts of the 
executives of a company, say, that exists on government 
contracts and which, in accordance with rules cited above, 
must make production as expensive as possible. 

Here in the United States, we're apt to get carried 
away with issues which blind us to the effects of “dol- 
lar drain” as an economic hazard. We're apt to listen to 
idealists who preach “elevating the downtrodden masses of 
the undeveloped areas of the world” and the alarmists who 
maintain that Communism is sure to take over the world if 
we don't send more troops to the perimeter of the collec- 
tivist empire. 

The western European businessmen and bankers to 
whom Dr. Gibson talked, however, aren’t as easily blinded. 
Operating businesses in new plants which replaced those 
Jost in World War II and enjoying lower taxes because their 
individual governments haven't elected to become world 
philanthropists and defenders, they've arrived at a point 
where they are, collectively, a bigger production complex 
of the world’s goods than is the United States. 

They can look objectively at what's going on in the 
"bulwark of democracy” and observe that it’s economically 
unsound. They probably also understand why there’s a 
“dollar drain” — since most western European governments 
have been its beneficiaries at one time or another. 

But do they or anybody in Washington appreciate or 
understand what can happen if the sources of fluid capital 
—the stuff that builds new factories and pays wages in 
new jobs — is blotted up by taxation before it can be used 
for building? 

Apparently, it hasn’t been given as much thought as 
it deserves. At least, the objective observers on whom Dr. 
Gibson reported think so. They may be right.

A 20 - transistor, six- 
pound micro-TV set is sched- 
uled by the Mitsubishi Electric 
Co. 

“The Mitsubishi product is 
square, measuring six inches 
by six inches. Sony’s new port- 
able TV is 412 inches high, 7°s 
inches wide, and 714 inches 
deep. 

“Both can be operated eith- 
er on house current or a 12 
volt car battery.” 

That's the report. 

So now, if you want to, you 
can have a TV set plugged in, 
for gaping at while you're wait- 
ing for traffic lights to change. 

Or perhaps the thoughtful 
manufacturers will, in time, 
provide radar controls to keep 
video-struck motorists from 
ramming others.

William Platt, chairman of 
the Menlo Park School District 
board of trustees, says he’s 
found a “neutral but interest- 
ed” chairman for a five-man 
finance study committee for 
the school district. 

Platt says he thinks introduc- 
tion of the candidate for the 
chairmanship should be made 
officially before the entire 
school board and_ therefore 
hasn’t revealed his name yet. 
But the chairman will have 
quite a job to do. 

He will head a panel compos- 
ed of, according to present 
school district administration 
hopes, of two people who fav- 
ored last spring’s permissive 
tax rate proposal and two who 
opposed it. 

Platt’s job will be a difficult 
one and, moreover, there may 
be room for doubt that the 
committee will be formed in

anything like the proposed 
shape or that it'll prove partic- 
ularly effective if it is formed. 
And also, there’s the mat- 
ter of next spring’s school 
district trustee election, 
which may be affected by 
the tax measure _ talks. 
School district trustees feel 
that they’ve been elected be- 
cause they believe they are 
plugging for the kind of an 
education most people in the 
district want for their chil- 
dren; people concerned with 
taxes might campaign on the 
basis that something less ex- 
pensive will do well enough. 
Slated to come up for re- 
election next year — if they 
decide to run — are Platt, and 
trustee Dr. Glen Haydon. 
Haydon voted against plac- 
ing the proposed tax measure 
on the ballot last spring — but 
not on the basis of taxes. He 


wanted to tie the tax measure 
to a review of the curriculum 
with an eye to possible revision 
of it, in a manner more accept- 
«ble to him personally than 
the present one. 

He hasn’t said, though, whe- 
ther in the long run the revi- 
sions which he might propose 
would result in more expensive 
or less expensive education. 

At the time of the cam- 

paigns for and against the 
election, one opponent was 
heard to say there’d be cand- 
idates in the field campaign. 
ing for “more basic educa- 
tion” and “fewer frills.” 

This would seem to indicate 
a possible opponent against 
Platt, long-time board member 
who favored the $2.49 per $100 
assessed valuation, and who 
was one of the four trustees 
who voted for placing the tax 
measure on the ballot. 


At last week’s board meet- 
ing, at which Platt volunteered 
to find his “neutral” study com- 
mittee chairman, there was 
some concern that the five-man 
committee might just turn into 
a debating society. 

But District Superintendent 
Franklyn White was of the 
opinion that it would still be 
useful, if it confined its stu- 
dies to such things as the tim- 
ing of the election, and wheth- 
er or not any new proposal 
should be for a limited or un- 
limited number of years. 

The school board itself, it 
was made clear, would re- 
serve its right to decide what 
— if any — permissive tax 
rate increase should be ask- 
ed, and all other final deci- 
sions as well. 

For the “anti” membership 
of the committee it was sug- 
gested that David Botsford Sr. 
be one nominee and for the 
“pros,” E. Hugh Taylor. 

Botsford headed the commit- 
mittee against last spring’s tax 
proposal, and Taylor the group 
favoring it. 

Whether or not Botsford 
would accept such a nomina- 
tion isn’t known but his co- 
chairman, E. R. Donald, last 
week indicated the anti’s real- 
ly weren’t much interested in 
such talks. 

“We have complete confi- 
dence in the board,” he said, 
“and if they show this year that 
they can run the district eco- 
nomically, next year’s tax elec- 
tion will pass or fail on that 
basis.”

That, by de- 
finition, is the nature of bud- 
gets.

White must be facing a certain 
number of frustrations. 

Presumably, he was hired be- 
cause he could bring some- 
thing to the district which 
would be of educational ad- 
vantage to the youngsters. The 
unanimous choice of the board, 
he was not hired on the basis 
that he was going to “hold the 
line” or cut expenses. 

It is true that some modifi 
cations of program might save 
save money and at the same 
time improve education but

There is no doubt, accord- 
ing to Supervisor Werder, 
that this committee will at- 
tempt to work out some sort 
of tie-in program with the 
rapid transit program if it is 
approved by voters in No- 
vember, 

There apparently is no idea 
of how a local program will 
progress except that it will tie 
in with the rapid transit lines 
to the heart of downtown San 
Francisco, as well as provide 
rapid transit service to San 
Jose end conne:t with the 
BARTD lines in southern Ala- 


meda county. 

It has been the feeling of the 
board of supervisors in this 
county that such a plan can be 
worked out much cheaper than 
the transit district originally 
planned. 

One thing that particularly 
interested us in our visit to the 
World’s Fair in Seattle was 
seeing how the mono-rail there 
could be applied to Peninsula 
needs. 

There were three publishers 
from the county on the same 
trip, C. A. Burley of the Menlo 
Park Recorder, J. Hart Clinton 
of the San Mateo Times, and 
this writer. We agreed that 
the elevated “speed train” was 
not for this area. 

In the first place, the ele- 
vated cement structure would 
be an outlandish eyesore to 
the area. It didn’t seem to 
have what it takes for a long 
run. It was hard to tell what 
it needed but possibly that is 
because it takes only 90 sec- 
onds on its run from down- 
town Seattle to the fair- 
grounds. 

In other words it seemed 
more like a “toy” system al- 
though we liked the speedy 
way it loaded and unloaded 
passengers. 

The acceptance of any plan 
here may be hard to put over, 
unless Southern Pacific goes 
along with its threat to curtail 
or even eliminate its commute 


runs unless business picks up. 

We've heard this for years 
from the friendly S.P., but offi- 
cials claim that the company 
can’t go on taking huge losses. 
Business, so they say, has been 
showing a steady deecline in 
the past year and will decline 
even more as new highways 
are constructed. 

This brings us to the coun- 
ty’s proposed bond issue for 
construction of roads and 
highways to tie in with the 
the state’s freeway systems. 
A vote is scheduled for next 
April on amounts estimated 
at $35 million or over. 


So far the survey has not 
come up with the final answer. 
What do the people want? Will 
they mortgage their property 
for adequate “local” feeder 
roads? Will they use a rapid 
transit train system in suffi- 
cient numbers to make it pay? 

One thing is certain with the 
road construction bond issue, 
once the program is finalized, 
residents living along a cer- 
tain road planned for an ex- 
pressway will be violently in 
opposition. 

There is no question the 
feeder road system is a local 
problem and if the bond issue 
should fail, it may mean a di- 
rect road tax in the county— 
something we have not had for 
many years. 

Time will provide the an- 
swer.

Robert Durfee, veteran chair- 
man of the Menlo Park traffic 
sofety commission, still thinks) 
a road link between Middle- 
field Road and El Camino Real 
is one of the most pressing 
needs for traffic safety in the 
city. 


But, he adds, “How are you! 
going to go about getting) 
one?” 


“A plan to extend Willow 
Road through an underpass to 
El Camino Real was turned 
down by the voters in 1956,” 
he recalls, ‘‘and now we have 
this freeway thing which sort 
of clouds the issue. 


“But if you ever try to 
cross the railroad tracks at 
Ravenswood Avenue during 
the peak traffic hours or at 
noon, yowll be assured that 
there is a problem. 


“It exists any way you want 
to measure it by traffic 
counts, lost time, congestion, 
or what have you.” 


Durfee, who is zone public 
relations manager for Allstate 
Insurance Company’s office 
aere, has been a member of 
the traffic safety commission 
for the past 10 years and chair- 
man of that group for the past 
five. 

When he joined the commis- 
sion in 1952, the city’s “master 
plan” of that year was new; it 
called for the Willow-El Cami- 
no underpass link. 

“I still think that that would 
have been a good solution but 
maybe I'd ‘have felt otherwise 
if I lived along Willow Road,” 
he recalls. ' 

Residents along that street, 
which woul have become a ma. 
jor trafficway, were among! 
those most vociferously oppos- 
ed to the underpass construc 
tion, which was whipped by a 
substantial majority at the 
polls. 

As to whether or not he was 
willing to designate such a link 
as the most needed item of con:| 
struction in the city’s street im- 
provements, Durfee said he 
didn’t pose as an expert.

Auxiliary of the Con Home can 
thus be viewed as an outstand- 
nng example of the work done 
in the community to help sick 
and unfortunate children. 

Such aid, as it is given by the 
six auxiliaries to the “con 
home” and other similar or- 
ganizations, would be a crip- 
pling financial burden was it 
supported by public funds and 
agencies. 

A case in point is made by 
recent figures. In 1930, it cost 
$2.50 per day to support a child 
at the Stanford Con Home. To- 
day it costs approximately $35 
per. day. 

When the endowment fund 
for ‘the maintenance of the chil- 
dren was initiated, a gift of 


terest to pay for the entire care 
of one child for a year. Today 
the return on the same amount 
supports a child for two 
months. 

Without the six auxiliaries 
to the home, originally devel- 
oped to give recuperating chil- 
dren six weeks of good care, 
fresh air and sunshine it would 
lack many of its important ex- 
tras and would be pressed to 
replace 1414 per cent of yearly 
operating income. 

Today Stanford Convalescent 
Home is set up to provide cost- 
ly medical care for up to 65 
children the year ‘round. 

The Senior Auxiliary was the 
first organized in 1921 and aim- 
ed at the providing of equip- 


and maintaining the gardens 
surrounding the original nu- 
cleus of buildings. 

1931 marked a turning point 
when the senior auxiliary, fac- 
ed with the depression and 
dwindling contributions, set 
about the formation of new 
groups. Two hundred invita- 
tions were sent to each of five 
neighboring geographic loca- 
tions. Typically, fifty accept- 
ances were received from Men- 
lo Park and Atherton women 
and on Aug. 22, in 1931, a jun- 
ior auxiliary for the area was 
organized to help finance the 
Babcock unit, a building sorely 
needed if the work of the 
home were to expand.
